It is amusing how everybody talks about the I 
benefit of exercise, and what a bugbear it is to so 
many people. 
And yet when I can say to you definitely that 
five minutes in the morning, and three minutes at 
night will answer the requirements of the average 
man and woman, don’t you think it is positively 
ridiculous not to be willing to give that much 
time to it? 
When a man 74 year* of age, who has for the 
past 20 years taken pills for constipation, will tell 
you that twenty minutes after he takes the simple 
rocking exercise, he has a natural towel move­ 
ment, and has had since the second day he begin 
the exercise, don’t you think that those of us who 
are younger could also get results? 
You remember that it was Gladstone who said, 
“All time and money spent in training the body 
pays a larger rate of interest than any other in­ 
vestment.” 
So, if you are willing to take exercise tho few 
minutes every morning and evening, the body will 
look for it and will give you the results just as 
naturally as you get results from eating and sleep­ 
ing. 
Now, to get down 
a practical basis.' 
Take the exercise while standing over a joist or 
well-supported floor, if possible, so as not to shake 
or wake the house. 
First—With or without a skipping rope run, jog. 
or hop in one spot IOO times, alternating right and 
left leg as In ordinary running, raising the heel 
fairly well up behind. 
Increase five each week up 
to IOO steps. 
Second—Lie on the back on floor. 
Raise both 
legs, knees straight, almost to right angle with the 
body. 
Raise 6 times, increase I each week up to 
12 times. 
Third—Jog as before. 
Fourth—Rock the body from side to side. Stand 
with knees straight and back straight, then reach 
down with right hand to right side as far as you 
can. curving left hand to armpit. 
Then rock to 
other side. Do this exercise IO times each side. In­ 
crease 2 each week up to 20 times. 
Fifth—Jog 50 steps. 
Increase 6 each week up to 
IOO steps.
